123 A FINELY CARVED AND INSCRIBED IMPERIAL JADE Bowl of massive 
proportions, the oval body carved in high relief with four scaly dragons pursuing 
flaming pearls, amid cloud bands, above pao shan hai shut, the interior with a long 
inscription roughly translated as follows :— 


“ The large piece of jade was a tribute sent from Khotan 
It is good material for making a bowl. 
The clouds are hanging tn the sky ; 
The dragons come out from a deep pool. 
The decoration is wonderful as the jade 1s lovely ; 
They are like the sound and tts echo. 
The design resembles the superb painting of Seng-yu 
The clouds and dragons are the subject of the essays of Han Yu 
Had there been fine dew in the time of the Emperor Yao 
We would have had the silkworms of Yuan K’o. 
I have written verses on the lovely jade from distant lands ; 
I feei embarrassed for so often obtaining precious things. 


“Written by the Emperor Chien Lung in the cyciical year Chia-wu (A.D. 1774) 
The two seals are interpreted as ‘‘ Understanding the things near by” and “ Being vei 
happy and virtuous’’; the bowl, which has been carved from an unusually lar, 
boulder, is of grey-green tint, with light brown markings in parts, 101i. long, 8in. wi 
4in. high; 93lb. weight; end Ming Dynasty 

*.* The Emperor Ch’ien Lung was responsible for many inscriptions and poem 
on works of art in the Imperial Collections. His references above are to Khotam, 
(Modern Hotien), the centre of the jade industry. Chang Seng-yu, one of the greatest 
painters of the 6th Century; Han Yu one of the great literary Trio of the Ta 
Dynasty ; the legendary Emperor Yao suggestive of China’s Golden Age ; the mul 
berry tree on the leaves of which are fed silkworms is nourished by rain and dew at 
Yuan K’o of the Chin Dynasty was reputed to have Silkworms as large as bowls.
